P a s a d e n a , August 1, 1882. 
Our people have welcomed scores of 
Eastein tourists during the last few weeks, 
with aud without their note-books. 
We 
have said little, endeavoring to pnt them 
in the way of seeing correctly a few things 
which aro especially noteworthy and char­ 
acteristic of California. The Bosstown folk 
were surprised that our settlem ent of Pasa­ 
dena looked so like an 
Eastern suuurb. 
“ \\ by not ? ” I said ; “ all_ our people are 
Eastern. 
Sotne have gone west by degrees 
—many are directly from New Englaud. 
\ onder lives Father Foote, long an officer 
of the Massachusetts H orticultural Socie­ 
ty. 
H:3 nearest neighbor is a nephew of 
Goveruor Talmadge, of New York. 
The 
Elliot! s are from the neighborhood of Bos­ 
ton. 
California has drawn to herself the 


ARDENT, ENERGETIC YOUTH 
Of the older States, and you ought to be 
proud and glad iu seeiug w hat has l>een 
wrought out here by your kinsfolk.” 
But 
it is from the States of the interior that 
tbe greater portion of the immigration of 
1SS2 has been derived. So many have now 
visited southern California, that the biting 
winds which sweep alung the great lakes, 
the dread of tornadoes and floods, the long 
and severe winters inevitably suggest the 
freshness and beauty which tho uew year 
always brings to us. 
Thirty J o wan fami­ 
lies 
have 
prepared 
uew homes 
in 
this 
immediate 
neighborhood, 
which 
they 
will 
occupy 
this 
fall. 
East­ 
ern capitalists, who can afford to enjoy 
the fruits of pioneer enterprise, are buying 
out the earlier settlers at a high figure. 
Thus Mr. Hill, of Hacine, Wis., will soon 
take possession of the little farm well tilled 
of Colonel Bamberry (twenty acres), while 
the latter, having gone back some three 
miles into the foothills, ia developing a 
much finer property immediately adjoining 
the estates cf the brothers Woodbury, 
Iowa bankers, who have been changing 
the bear aud bee pastures into hundred- 
acre vineyards and orange orchards. Those 
who sell out do not leave, but as a rule 
settle iu Bight o fth eir first venture ; and 
small holdings, of from 


ONE TO FIVE ACRES 
Are now in great demand by people who 
do not need to raise oranges for a living. 
Though the whole region east of the rail­ 
road, from Los Angeles to Colton, is filling 
np very fast with a most desirable class of 
settlers, there is only one San Gabriel val­ 
ley, only cae Santa Monica. 
The latter is 
now a oitv of tents ; tho Sunday trains re­ 
mind one of the weekly outpourings from 
Sm Francisco to Oakland aud Alameda, 
and it ia easy to see that in a very few 
years the favorite canyon and beach will 
become as attractive as (Monterey. 
All 
who come to us with the consumptive’s per­ 
sistency of hope are not restored. 
Neither 
Riverside 
nor Ojai can 
create a new 
lu n g ; but it is astonishing to see how 
much longer one lung may be made to last, 
and the 
INCREASED COMFORT 
Of living which this climate secures to 
asthmatics and those suffering from nerv­ 
ous diseases. 
Two broken-down editors 
have been transformed here into hale aud 
ruddy fruit-farmers ; and if Charles L 
Elliot, who writes for the August North 
American lievitir such a discouraging wail 
over the future of women, could see what 
rational cut-of-door employment does for 
our girls, and for the nervously exhausted 
lady teachers, the extinction of the sex 
would seem less probable to him. Our vis­ 
itors are not afraid to ask questions, and 
they find that while Southern California íb 
unequaied as a resort for the rich, the open­ 
ings to prosperity and comfort are as nu­ 
merous here as in any part of the country 
for industrious youDg farmers and mechan­ 
ics. 
In the city of Los Angeles carpenters 
and masons are in great demand, and in all 
the new tracts, such as Redlands, Etiwan- 
da, the Crafton property, a large number 
of non resident proprietors wish to have 
their places improved. 
This gives employ­ 
ment to settlers who are glad to earn ready 
money, either by day’s work or by over­ 
seeing such places. 
Many of the neat cot­ 
tages iu this vic.nity have been thus 
earned hy those who had barely money 
enough to pay for their land and build a 
shelter for the first season. 


THE REGULAR EXCURSIONISTS 
Have been only a small proportion of our 
visitors. 
A charming family from In ­ 
dianapolis, who lingered long in Pasadena, 
after a winter in Ojai, have been two years 
in the State, staying long enough to be 
heartily regretted in the most delightful 
places. 
And at Glenwood of Riverside, at 
Starkey’s iu San Bernardino, or the Sierra 
Madre Villa, you are sure to find chronic 
boarders who are cot invalids, held in 
bonds ouly by tho charms of climate and 
scenery. 
Camping, now in the mountains, 
now on Catalina Island, where the excel­ 
lent sea-fishing proves a great attraction, 
life at Santa Monica beach, trips to Calico 
and the nt&rer minis, any number and 
quality of thermal springs, are the varied 
enjoyments within a day’s reach of River­ 
side. 
Oar visitors do not find the reports 
which have been pretty uniform for the 
last thirty years, concerning the product­ 
iveness of this portion of the State, exag­ 
gerated. 
One of the earliest excursions of 
the season was a special one, aimed for the 
settlement of a tract known as 


THE A M E R IC A N COLONY 
Near Wilmington. 
After the return of the 
excursionists to the E ist, Professor George 
M. Beard, of the party, gave a lecture in 
several large towns of Pennsylvania, sum­ 
ming up tbe results of his observations. 
He said, in effect, that bo entered Paradise 
as Dante aforetime, through the Inferno, 
to find a country capable of supporting a 
va6t population in comfort, of which no 
adequate idea could be given in a single 
hour; 
“ rich beyond description in agri­ 
cultural, horticultural and mineral wealth. 
In southern California the first discovery of 
gold was made ; here 1 y immense stores 
of petroleum and asphalt; mines of tin and 
coal; here one can see the stately palm, 
thegrowthof a hundred years, in the same in­ 
closure with the eucalypt, which reachedan 
equal hight in the same number of months ; 
snow-covered mountains 
and blooming 
orange grovew ere blended in one fascin­ 
ating picture. 
Room for all, and no 
strikes.” 
An earlier visitor and reporter 
was Mr. Calkins, of the Burlington Hawk- 
eye ; Father Clarkson, of the Des Moines 
Tribune, who lias spent two winters in 
Pasadena, has given equally favorable re­ 
ports in a series of letters. 


A VERY INTERESTING EXHIBIT 
Of southern California fruits and other 
products of 1881 was made by Mr. Calkins 
at the Capitol of Iowa during the last ses­ 
sion of the Legislature. 
These are some of 
the influences whieh are directing hither 
an unprecedented immigration of the very 
beet material for the npbnilding of young 
States—mainly the substantial 
middle- 
class, with enough who have wealth, leisure 
and cnltnre to create a demand for the re­ 
finements as well as the necessities of life. 
I have not w ritten of the impstus given 
to mining interests in this section by the 
recent developments at Calico, to which 
many Eastern speculators ars now at­ 
tracted. 
W ithin tbe past three months a 
tewn 
has sprung up on the rockiest, 
aridest, forlornest scrap of the earth’s 
crnst, a very ant-hill of mining industry 
and excitement. 
The Oro Grande is now 
milling Calico ores. 
And while the streets 
of Los ADgeles arc noisy with mining talk, 
and even onr steady Pasadenians are lo­ 
cating claims, there is a quiet development 
of the ledges over which San Antonio pre­ 
sides, much nearer home, where sparkling 
waters flow cut to fertilize Pomona and 
Cocumongo. 
The richest specimens, I am 
told, have been taken from the Kelsey and 
ether minea within fifty miles of Los An­ 
geles.

LETTERS TO GENSR4L 
STONEMAN OB­ 
JECTIONS 
ANSWERED. 


My Dear Gcnoral : In my last letter I 
hope that my vindication of Sunday laws, 
without pretending to be exhaustive, was 
sufficient. 
I now propose to consider some 
of the objects oommonly urged against 
those laws. 
Those relating to a supposed 
union of Church and State, and those 
which confound them 
with sumptuary 
laws, I have already exploded, and need 
not reconsider them. 
It ia urged, especi­ 
ally by our foreign-born citizens, that it is 
contrary to the genius of our institutions 
that the observance of any religious insti­ 
tutions should be enforced by civil law. To 
this I answer that people who desire to ubc 
tho day religiously have a most undoubted 
right to do so, and the Government is 
bound by legal enactment to secure to 
them the exercise of this right witnout mo­ 
lestation or disturbance. 
And to do this 
the day must bs exempt from labor, and all 
noisy aud disorderly demonstrations must 
be prohibited. Christians have some rights 
which other people are bound to respect. 
Besides, it is not contrary to the genius 
of our institutions to recognize and protect 
the Christian religion. 
There are laws in 
every State V» punish peí jury, blasphemy 
and gross wickedness ; to prohibit polyg­ 
amy, piracy and the slave trade ; not 
merely because these things interfere with 
the rights of citizeus, but because they are 
wicked and demoralizing. 
Cruelty to an­ 
imals is visited with civil penalties, not on 
the principle of profit aud loss, but because 
it is a violation of the moral law. 
For the 
same or similar reasons cruel or barbarous 
sports are forbidden, and offenses against 
public and private decency are punishable 
by civil law on tho ground of their im­ 
moral and debasing influence. 
Govern­ 
ments, in fact, have certain moral obliga­ 
tions which they can no more discard than 
individuals can theirs. 
In many ways, 
therefore, it is the duty of the Govern­ 
ment to protect religion by legal enact­ 
ment. 
And those who imagine that it is 
contrary to the genius of our institutions 
to do so have yet to learu tho real nature 
of those institutious, and should betak< 
themselves to the study of the Constitution 
and the history cf the country. 
B at then it is objected, as all our people 
are not agreed in their religious opiuions, 
and that as all have equal rights before tho 
law, it is a violation of those rights if one 
class of the people are required to conform 
their conduct to the religious opinions of 
another class. 
W hy should Jews, infidels, 
Seventh-day Baptists or Adventists, be re­ 
quired to respect the first day of the week 
as the Sabbath ? 
Why should any man, 
who has no faith in the Sabbath as a di­ 
vine institution, he prevented from doing 
on that day whatever is lawful on other 
days ? 
I have here stated in its strongest 
form w hat I conceive to be tho strongest, 
or at any rate the most plausible objection 
of the opponents of the Sunday laws. 
I 
do this cot ouly from motives of candor, 
but because I want to meet them squarely, 
and leave nothing behind. 
In the first 
place, men differ as widely in their political 
as they do in their religious opiuions. 
But 
noDe thinks of making this an objection to 
other laws ; and *.vhy should it be au objec­ 
tion to Sunday laws? 
The objection, if it 
wsre valid, would prove too much. 
Judge 
Field, in his 
opinioD, held- that “ Tne 
power of selection being iu the Legislature, 
there is no valid reason why Sunday should 
not be designated as well as any other day. 
Probably no day in the week could be takeu 
which would not be subject to some objec­ 
tion. 
That the law operates with incon­ 
venience to some is no argument against its 
constitutionality. 
Such inconvenience is 
incident to all general laws.” To say noth­ 
ing of any religious reasons, there- was a 
manifest propriety in selecting the day al­ 
ready observed by the vast majority of the 
people, which harmoniz:s with the observ­ 
ance of nearly the wholo civilized world, 
and which is imbedded in the laws, litera­ 
ture and history of Christendom. 
There ! 
always are some inconveniences about the 
adoption of one sided or singular theories, 
aud the Seventh-day people are no excep­ 
tion to the rule. 
And as to infidels, and men of no reli­ 
gious beliefs, it is not true that the Sun­ 
day lsw- requires them to conform their 
conduct to the religion* opinions of any i 
other class. 
The law recognizes one day 
in seven as a day of rest mainly from secu­ 
lar considerations. 
Here, agam, I i vail 
myself of the clear and forcible lacíu&ge 
of Mr. Justice Field. 
He says ; 
“ The 
Legislature has given the sanction o | law 
to a rule of conduct whieh the e n tirl civ­ 
ilized world recognizes as essential t6 the 
civil and moral well-being of ^><¿>ty. 
Upon no subject is there such a coAu.ur- 
rence of opinion among philosophers, pior- 
aliets and statesmen of all narions k on 
{he necessity of periodical cessations li om 
labor. 
One day in seven is the F ile, 
founded in experience and sustained by 
science. 
Tuero is no nation posse»¡ng 
any degree of civilization where the ri$ 3 is 
not observed, either from the sanctio» of 
the law or the sanction of religion. 
1 his 
fact has not escaped the observation of 
men of science, and distinguished piu to so­ 
ph ers have not hesitated to pronounce li,he 
rule founded upon a law of our race.” | 
Siuce, therefore, it is necessary that-one 
day of the seven shall be observed, ffeim 
considerations apart altogether from if he 
Christian religion, as a civil requiremltit, 
what difference can it make to an iniriel 
whether that day he the first day of |i he 
work or some other ? 
It being the Ct ' 
tian Sabbath does not compel hi™ to 
brace the Christian *religion. 
And 
same remark applies to the Adventist 
the Jew. 
U s is at liberty to adopt w 
religion he pleases, or to do without a 
to worship God on any day he pleases. 


but also religioustiuf ios; and it isasunphilo- 
sophical as it ia unnatural and impossible, 
to keep them entirely distinct, or separate 
them by any hard fast line. 
As men are 
moral and religious, no less than rational 
beings, it is plain th at a "governm ent of 
tho people, by the people, and for tbe peo­ 
ple,” car not ignore moral distinctions, much 
less sanction immorality and irreligión. 
The fact, therefore, that God has said, or 
at any rate that an immense m ajority of 
the people believe that He has said, “ Re­ 
member the Sabbath day to keep it holy. 
In it thou shalt not do any work, thou, 
nor thy s o d , nor thy daughter, nor thy man* 
servant, nor thy maid-servant, nor thy cat­ 
tle, nor thy stranger that is withiu thy 
gates,” ia a good reason, taken in connec­ 
tion with ita beneficent aud human civil 
regulations, for the recognition by law cf a 
day of rest from labor, and its protection 
from desecration, both from the greed of 
gain anil from licentious indulgences. 
But 
I leave tho religious aspect of the question 
to those who wish to avail themselves of 
their undoubted right to use the day in 
that w-ay, recognizing to the fullest extent 
tuat the State is not deeigned to teach reli­ 
gion, nor to enforce its observance by law. 
it is my contention that the Sabbath, as a 
civil institution, should be enforced by 
law ; and that the right of every man to 
observe it religiously if he should so elect, 
should be secured to him w ithout molesta­ 
tion or disturbance.

a t all, an d no law s for its p ro tectio n . 
It is stiil further objected that if the 
State may require tho people to respect 
Sunday as a cay of rest, why may it not 
require them to obey the other precepts of 
the Bible ? Then we should have genuine 
persecution, as in days of yore. 
The an­ 
swer is that Sunday has a civil aspect or 
side, which is wanting to most other pre­ 
cepts of the Bible, of a more strictly re­ 
ligious nature, aud which do uof need the 
sanction of law and could not be enforced 
by it. 
This is sufficient. 
But I now pro­ 
ceed to turn the tables. 
If the fourth 
command of the decalogue should not be 
enforced by law in its civil provisions, 
why should other parts of that code, such 
as the third, the sixth, the seventh, the 
eighth and the ninth—against blasphemy, 
murder, adultery, theft and psrjury—be 
enforced by legal enactments? The one is 
just as binding and as necessary to the 
well-being of society as the other. 
Con­ 
sistency, therefore, requires the enforce­ 
ment of the Sunday laws. 
But it is sometimes obj icted to the con­ 
tinuance of these laws on our statute 
books that they are not and cannot be 
enforced. 
I t is adm itted that in some 
cases, in certain locajjtie?, it has been 
found difficult to enforce these laws. 
The 
difficulties have arisen mostly from cer­ 
tain wealthy and unscrupulous corpora­ 
tions and from the liqnor interest. 
And 
it is preposterous to suppose these parties 
would subject themselves to the labor aud 
expense they are incurring to effect the re 
peal any laws were they already practically 
ineffiotont. 
The same remark applies to 
those who oppose the observance of the 
Sabbath as a Christian institution, because 
of their hostility to tho Christian religion. 
It is more reasonable to believe that their 
objections spring, not from the alleged 
inefficiency 
of 
the 
laws, but 
from 
the knowledge of tho fact that in many 
cases the 
law* 
have been 
enforced— 
from the apprehension that they will soon 
be generally enforced. 
They have already 
had the effect of closing innumerable places 
of business on tbe Sabbath day, by law- 
abiding citizens, without litigation, and se­ 
curing to thousands of our citizens a day of 
rest from labor, and th j opportunity of at 
tending places of divine worship, or of 
quiet 
amusement and 
recreatiou, who 
would not otherwise have enjoyed such 
privileges. 
Comparatively few of the peo­ 
ple have shown any disposition to resist 
the law ; and of those who have, convic­ 
tions have been sufficiently numerous to 
alarm the rest. 
So that the real ground of 
the objection is precisely the reverse of tha* 
alleged, namely, that the laws can and will 
be enforced. 
In all my preceding remarks J have 
aimed at vindicating tbe Snndaylaw s from 
the secular side, regarding the Sabbath 
mainly as a civi’ 
titntion. 
And if I 
have at times use< 
uage that seemed to 
recognize it as a religious institution also 
it has been because the institution really 
partakes of the nature of botb.

The tnosl extensive ground of all, and that 
from which most of the oysters consumed 
in Southern Italy are obtained, is known 
as the Mare Piccolo, or little sea, near Ta­ 
ranto, at tho land’s-end of the peninsula, 
familiarly known as the “ hetl cf tha 
boot.” 
An immense number is said to bo 
reared there, and tho consumption of the 
produce of these beds alone ia estimated to 
average 7,000.000 to 8,000,000 annually, 
the price being from 2*. 61. to 5s. a han­ 
dled. 
The system of cultivation appears 
to be as successful as it is simple. 
From 
\p ril to November bundles of brushwood 
are submerged in the outer sea, auc ' > 
these the spawn is found to readily attach 
itself. 
They are afterwards raised, and 
those on which the tiny oysters kavo 
settled are submerged in the Mare Pic- 
coio, where in about two years they attain 
their full size.

“ of the enemy.” Now, it ¡b perfectly 
clear that if hff is a deserter he is not a 
prisoner, and if be is a prisoner he cannot 
be charged with being a deserter, Bnt we 
should like to know where our esteemed 
contemporary derived its very remarkable 
and in fact altogether original information 
on this head? The public have certainly 
no such facts before them. So far as the 
dispatches have informed us, our contem. 
porary’s statements are very far from being 
true. Thus they tell ns that the Khedive 
has not been deposed or dethroned by 
England. That he is not a prisoner. 
That he is not in England. 
That 
he is not ou board au English ship. 
But that he is still the Khedive of Egypt, 
that he is living in his own palace in Alex­ 
andria, and that, so far from having any 
desire to depose or make a prisoner of him, 
England is engaged in supporting him 
against the overt rebellion of his mutinous 
officer, Arabi Pasha. The maintenance of 
the authority of the Khedive, in fact, is 
the avowed purpose of the English inter­ 
vention ; while Arabi'g purpose is, no less 
conspicuously, to overthrow the Khedive’s 
authority, aud to make himself master of 
Egypt. It seems to us that before our 
esteemed contemporary undertakes to in­ 
form its readers upon Egyptian affairs, it 
would do well to devote a little study to 
the subject itself.

The National Civil .Service lleform Asso­ 
ciation is iu session at Newport. The at­ 
tendance of distinguished men appears to 
be large, anil judging from the tone of 
Mr. George William Curtis’ address, the 
Association meaus business. 
Bat it is 
painfully evident to the unbiased looker-on 
that the main essential to a reform of 
American politics, namely, an active and 
all pervading public sentiment in its favor, 
ia still wanting. It may be said that the 
only way to create such a sentiment is to 
put and keep the iacts of the present situ­ 
ation before the people, and no doubt 
there ia some truth in this. But when we 
consider that the issue haa been in contro­ 
versy already some ten ytaia we cannot 
bnt feel that the response of the masses 
has thus far been very feeble and discour­ 
aging. Nor are the rtaious of this apathy 
far to seek. Whoever has anything to do 
with politics knows that it ia impossible to 
handle them effectively without making 
use of those agencies which militate 
against reform. The reformer may de­ 
nounce aud protest agaiust theee methods, 
but if be wishes to effect anything he 
must employ them ; and if he refuses to 
employ them he is excluded from politics. 
A consequence of this is that practical 
men, who seek tangible results, become 
impatient of the reformer’s attitude, and 
throwing aside scruples, plunge into poli­ 
tics after the old fashion, aud so get what 
they want. And it is evident that this 
will continue to be the case until the force 
of public opinion has reached a pitch suf­ 
ficient to melt away the prevailing indiffer­ 
ence. Nothing is of less use thau the de­ 
clamations against existing political meth­ 
ods by those who will not stir a finger to 
amcnj them. Hitherto the active re­ 
formers have been in a discouraging minor­ 
ity. »nd the public, whose cause they are 
defending, has looked ou lazily, careless 
which got the victory, and we are afiaid 
rather inclined to back the “ machine” 
men than their opponents. 
1 he issue is not one which can long be 
carried on by a small minority. Either 
the whole people must throw themselves 
into the fight on the side of reform, or cor­ 
ruption will win the day. And the out­ 
look is at present not at ail encouraging. 
The two national parties are at this mo­ 
ment almost equally destitute of great prin­ 
ciples. 1 hey confrout one another with­ 
out issues, save that of the offices and 
plunder. 
They both employ the same 
methods. They are both deeply tainted 
with the same corruption. They are both 
on a low moral plane. Yet they continue 
to divide the country between them, and 
as yet there is no sign of any impatience 
with their deterioration, or any desire to 
substitute a higher and better political 
system for that which they represent. 
Auil while politics, State and National, 
appear to occupy a very important place 
in the national life, there is much more 
seeming than reality in this. 
The 
press is largely concerned with politics, 
but the masses are for the most part 
almost wholly absorbed in business. 
Commerce, industry, agriculture, enter­ 
prises of many kinds, hold the attention 
of the great majority of men. Active 
business men do not *liud time for politics 
as a rule, and what is more, there is no 
likelihood that they will find any more 
leisure iu the future. A great and growing 
and prosperous country like the United 
States offers a thousand business attractions 
to men of keen energy and foresight. 
They are iu a hurry to get rich, aud they 
do not see their way to wealth through 
politics. So they leave these affairs to 
whoever chooses to undertake them, and 
they merely reeerve to themselves the right 
of votiug upon the tickets which are made 
up for them. 
Of course the inevitable consequence of 
this condition of things is the existence of 
a class of professional politicians, and that 
is au evil which has been complained of 
sufficiently already. Complaint, however, 
is of little or no use so long as it does not 
lead to action. In one or two cases, as for 
instance in Pennsylvania, it has led to ac­ 
tion, and it is to be hoped that the exam­ 
ple of the Keystone State may be followed 
by otlierB. But reviewing political history 
bruadly it cannot be shown that even the 
most energetic assaults agaiust “ machine ” 
methods have in the past produced any per­ 
manent reform. The reason of this is that all 
such attacks have been spasmodic and 
ephemeral. When once the “ machine ” 
has been beaten, the reformers have re­ 
garded their work as accomplished, and 
have retired. Or they have, as in New 
York, only succeeded ia aubstitutiBg one 
set of tyrauts for another. And this must 
coutinue to be the case until it becomes 
possible to do jtway with the methods hith­ 
erto employed, since those methods are of 
themselves capable of frustrating-any re­ 
form movement. While, moreover, the 
success of the “ machine ” is the result of 
constant attention to it, that of the re­ 
formers is the result oi impetuous and 
evauescent dashes. Those gashes over, 
the “ machine” reappears, as strong as 
ever. The bnsy men who have laid aside 
their life work for a moment to reform pol­ 
itics, return to their tasks, and in a ehort 
time the old conditions revive. 
This is the monotonous record of every 
American reform movement thus far. The 
question is whether auything better can be 
expected iu the future. If it is impossible 
to reform politics without constant atten­ 
tion, and if that constant attention can­ 
not and will not be devoted to the work by 
the public generally, what hope can there 
be of permanent improvement? Hitherto 
the general tone of public opjuion on polit­ 
ical questions has not been very elevated. 
Demagogues have been able always to 
hoodwink the masses by the most trans­ 
parent devices, and though their tricks 
have beeu repeated a hundred times, they 
continue to find credulous audiences all 
over the country. The appeals by which 
votes are secured are for the most part 
sueh as intelligent voters ought not to ac­ 
cept, yet they are as s matter of fact tc- 
cepted. And though it is evident even to 
the most careless observer that corruption 
has ot late years been on the increase ; and 
while the people’s representatives »re con­ 
tinually guilty of the most scandalous 
lache», it is equally clear that public per­ 
ception of these immoralities has become 
duller than formerly, and that partisanship 
appears to cover a multitude of sins. AU 
these indications are not encouraging to 
those who see the urgent need of reform. 
They are in fact almost sufficient to justify 
despair of it. Yet there seems no other 
way open than that which the Civil Ser­ 
vice Keform Association has taken, and 
slow though the process of popular educa­ 
tion may be, it is the only remedy avail­ 
able. At the same time we think that 
some waste of reform energy is involved in 
the constant denunciation of Congress and 
the Administration, teeing that the course 
of these is determined by influences and 
Agencies which lie mnch farther back, and 
for the survival of which the people t: 5m- 
j selves arc ultimately responsible.

THE MODERN TENDENCY. 
Judge Held, in his decision on the rail­ 
road tax case which we published yester­ 
day. calls the attention of the counsel in 
the case to the relations of corporations to 
the Fourteenth Amendment, and to the 
State. And he says : “ In this discussion 
“ the coutro! of the State over corporations 
of >ts creation, where reserved power of 
“ amendment is embodied iu their charters, 
“ or implied by the Constitution, should 
“ he considered. The general tendency of 
“ modern decisions ia to treat corporations 
“ with this reserved power, as subject at 
“ all times to the will of the State as to 
“ their rights, powers and liabilities. Snch 
“ unlimited control, exerted in some cases, 
“ would indeed lift them not only oat of 


“ the protection of the Fourteenth Amend- 
“ mcnt, but also out of newly all protcc- 
tion, except such as the legislative pleas- 
“ ure of the hour may permit.” Certainly 
the tendency of modern decisions has been 
to extend the powers of the State, aud not 
alone over corporations. Iu the celebrated 
Granger cases the Supreme Court of the 
United States affirmed the right of the 
State to regulate the price of all things 
in which a “ public use” existed. As a 
matter of course, this decision Btruck 
at the very roots of freedom 
of 
contract and sale, and placed tie whole 
commqnity at the inercy of the Legis­ 
lature. 
It was, however, certain enough 
in advance that this sweeping decision 
would only be employed against corpora­ 
tions. The Court had found it necessaiy 
to make the principle all embracing iu order 
to escape the charge of discrimination, but 
the Legislature at once proceeded to in­ 
terpret the decision to the effect that cor­ 
porations had no rights which the State 
was bound to respect. That decision did 
in fact deprive them of all protection under 
the law, so far as the Supreme Court could 
do so. 
The peculiarity of the theory that 
the act of incorporation can thus deprive 
a group of citizens of all their rights before 
the law, has never yet been adequately 
dealt with, but the case now before the 
Circuit Court affords an opportuuity for 
discussion of it, and "we hope that the 
opportunity will be utilized. 
It wonld 
seein that the Supreme Court, in dealing 
with corporations of late years, had some­ 
times forgotten the existence of the United 
States Constitution, though it is due to 
Judge Field to add that lie has uever con­ 
curred in the revolutionary opinions ot the 
majority in this regard.

In the controversy proceeding between 
Mr. Stubbs and the Examiner ou the ration­ 
ale of the contract system, the former has 
had it all his own way thus far. The at­ 
tempts of the Examinei to answer his argu­ 
ments are nothing lees than childish. It has 
not beeu able to advauce a single rational 
point in defense of its untenable position, 
but has been compelled to set up the purile 
and preposterous assumption that the rail­ 
road ought to conduct its business as no 
other business is conducted, because the 
Courts have declared transportatiou to be a 
“ public use.” The special fully of this 
position of course cousists in the fact that 
the full extent of the public right to regu­ 
late and control common carriers has 
already beeu availed of. If there were not 
a public nee in railroads there would be no 
Railroad Commissioners, no acts regulating 
rates of freight aud fares, no governmental 
supervision beyond the ordinary police 
kiud. It is precisely because the existence 
of a public use has beeu proclaimed and 
established that all these restrictions have 
been pat 
in force. But when these re­ 
strictions are allowed for, the right of the 
corporations to manage their business in 
their own way is indisputable. The obvi­ 
ous truth is that the Examiner has been 
guilty of flagrant and persistent misrepre­ 
sentations iu regard to the contract 
system.

to let 
Mr. 
Stubbs 
explain that 
system in 
its 
columns, 
aud 
the 
result is that the ground has been cat 
from under it. But since it set out to 
fight the railroad for partisan purposes, it 
finds that it cannot now accept the situa­ 
tion, and therefore it is driven to the most 
humiliating contortions in its desperate 
effort to conceal the fact that it has been 
worsted in the discussion, and that if it 
was honest it would have to apologize for 
the calumnies it has uttered. It has talked 
more unadulterated nonsense about the 
contract system, since Mr. Stubbs’ first 
letter was published, than would serve for 
an ordinary campaign, and it is a perfectly 
safe assertion that it has not by so doing 
persuaded a single intelligent reader that 
it has not the worst of'the argument. The 
absurd position which it has now taken in 
regard to the alleged obligation of the rail­ 
road company to let the public mauage its 
business for it altogether, sufficiently indi­ 
cates the narrowness of the corner into 
which it has been forced by Mr. Stubbs. 
If, however, it thinks it can make votes by 
its present attitude we hope it will not 
change it, for no friend of fair play cau de­ 
sire to see a more complete retribution for 
misrepresentation than is being inflicted on 
it now by its own hands. 


COOLING DOWN. 
M, de Lesseps appears to be recovering 
from his fit of panic, and declares that he 
has no intention of preventing the use of 
the Suez Canal by the English fleet, but 
that he only wished to maintain the regu­ 
lations of the Canal Company. It would 
seem that he ought to understand, how­ 
ever, that inter arma silent 
leyes— 
which may be freely translated, “ In time 
“ ofwar the Canal Company’s regulations 
“ must be suspended.” Eogland haa un­ 
dertaken the protection of the canal, and 
hereafter the strong probability is that she 
will control it permanently. As more 
than SO per cent, of all the tonnage pass­ 
ing through it carries her flag, this is not an 
unreasonable arrangement. As things are, 
however, it is the most likely one, and M. 
de Lessep3 has to thank Sis own Govern­ 
ment that it is so, seeing that the latter 
refused to ca-operate with Eogland.

DOMESTIC. 


Closing up Business In Congress—W erk 
or the Conference Comm litres. 
Washington, August 3d.—It is expected 
that Congress will adjourn sine die next Mon­ 
day at noon. The real work of the session 
will probably be completed before the ad­ 
journment Saturday night, with the progress 
with the four outstanding appropriation bills 
made in the conference committees to-day. 
The conferees on the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill reached an 
uadentanding this morning relative to the 
transfer of clerks and records, and for a set­ 
tlement c-t the pension cases from the Adju­ 
tant General’s office to the Surgt'co-General's 
office, the Senate committee receding, aud 
the trautfer being incorporated, iu the bill, 
l'he report of the conference committee was 
adopted hy the Senate (his afternoon, and it 
will be agreed to by the" Home to morrow. 
The conference committee oo the naval 
appropriation bill made favorable progress 
at its meeting. Au agreement was reached 
on all ot the principal points, rave the clause 
adop'.el by tee Home, giving the Secretary 
of the Navy discretion to eu-pend work at 
such of the navy yards as he may thiuk 
profitable to be closed. Auori.er meeting of 
the conference committee will he hold to 
morrow, at which it is hnpoU a final agree­ 
ment may be reached. 
The House this morning refused to agree to 
a clause of the general deficiency bill provid­ 
ing for the payment to Senators of au extra 
mileage for the called session of the Senate 
last October. This item has been a bone of 
contention between the two homes for weeks 
past, aud the indications to day are that the 
Senate will recede from its position. It is 
estimated that the allowance for milesge 
for one session each year is suffi­ 
cient to pay 
the 
actual cost of 
transportation to Washington of the Sena­ 
tors, folly three thnrs. The sundry civil ap­ 
propriation bill, which was passed by the 
Senate yesteidiy, has not yet been consid­ 
ered in conference, tut the points of disagree­ 
ment betweeu the two houses can be easily 
reconciled, and the final passage of the bill 
by Monday is expected. The House this 
morcrug agreed to a resolution providing for 
adjournment at noon Saturday. In the Sen­ 
ate, howevt r, the feeling on the Republican 
side was in favor of an adjournment Monday. 
The tax bill was called up in the Senate this 
afternoou, and the Republicans eaid they 
shou'd endeavor to pass the bill before ad­ 
journment. It ia expected, however, that a 
quorum will be present in the Senate Mon­ 
day, and it is doubtful if the Republicans 
will give further opposition to the Democratic 
policy cf talking the bill to death. 
Uouse of Representatives. 
W ashington, August 31.—A resolution 
was adopted providing for a final adjourn­ 
ment Saturday next. 
'l’he committee on conference on the gen­ 
eral deticiei cy bill reported a disagreement 
cpon the mileage to San&turs for attendance 
at the extra session of October last. Further 
conference ordered. 
Haskell of Ksnsa", submitted a conference 
report ou the Senate bill for the sale of a 
portion of the Omaha Indian reservation iu 
Nebraska. Agreed to. 
A bill was passed, providing that bids in 
the War Department be accompanied by 
guarantees. Also for establishment of diplo­ 
matic relations with Persia, and authorizing 
the appointment of a Conanl-General to tLat 
country, with au annual salary of $5,000. 
Reed, Chairman of the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, was granted permission to file the report 
of the committee relative to the Texas Pacific 
laud grants, and to have the accompanying 
resol utioa placed cn the calendar. Knott of 
Kentucky also obtained leave to file some 
individual views on the subject. 
The Senate bill passed providing that to 
authorize the restoration of trade-marks, it 
shall not prevent the registry of any lawful 
trade-mark rightfully used at the time of the 
passage of that Act. 
Davis of Illinois offered a resolution pro­ 
posing a constitutional amendment, providing 
that the President may disapprove any item 
of a bill appropriating money, and embracing 
distinct items, while approving others. Re­ 
ferred. 
Errett of Penr.Rt lvania, from the Commit­ 
tee on Ways and M ans, reported back the 
bi 1 providing that there shall be levied and 
collected on tinned plates and sheets, and on 
terne and taggers’ tin, and on all iron plates 
coated with tiu or terne, a duty t f two and 
one-hslf cents Der pound. Referred to Com­ 
mittee of tho Whole. 
A jriat resolution passed providing tem­ 
porarily, until August 5lli, for expenditures 
of the Government. 
The Star R oute Case. 
W ashington, August 3J.— Yesterday 
was a bad day for the defense in the-star 
route cases. A lawyer who is not connected 
with the case says the masterly cross-exam 
¡nation of Buell by Merrick, the Government 
counsel, has broken down the defense and 
confirmed Walsh’s testimony in its essential 
parts. It was proven that Brady bought two 
papers here, tho Capital and Critic, and haB 
been running ftiem, as Judge Wylie said, to 
libel, with the vituperation' of hired scrib- 
blere, every one connected with the adminis­ 
tration of justice iu tl is caie. The test! 
tnony sliowtd that Brady has beeu spending 
money to create further opinion in fa. or of 
the star route people, and that contractors 
paid large sum» of money in connection with 
toe appropt a ion for star routes in the last 
Congress. 
Afrer the recess Wilson began reading a 
nnmbsr of petitions which had been ruled out 
at the early stage of the trial. This was fol­ 
lowed by a long discussion on the admissibil­ 
ity of the bids made at the letting of 1878, 
the Court tioally tnliug them out. 
Hugh .S. Taggert, Assistant United Staffs 
District Attorney, was called to the stand 
He identified the letters as being in Totten’s 
hand writing. 
Objections were made to its reception by 
the prosecution, and Wilson explained that 
he proposed to show that when Walsh placed 
his claim agait at Brady iu the collector's 
hands for collection his account was entirely 
different from the statement he had sworn to 
in this Court. The Court arid this was not 
profcssioual. It was proposed binding Walsh 
to the aduitAsionof Colonel Totten ; he would 
not allow counsel to surrender correspond 
ecce between himself and his client for a 
purpose afterwards damaging to the client in 
another case. Totten indignantly denied 
that he had keen guilty of unprofessional 
conduct. The letter in question, he said, 
long ago passed out of his hands, hav­ 
ing 
been sent to General Brady at 
Sew 
Yotk. It had 
beeu addressed to 
General Brady, and was as much his prop­ 
erty as the letter from Walsh would have 
been. After some further 
explanations, 
Judge Wylie said he had mistaken the cir­ 
cumstances of the presentation of tha letter, 
and would entirely exonerate the connsel 
from the charge of unprofessional conduct. 
The proeecutiou objected to the letter beiog 
used, as the matter bad not been t.uehed 
upon in Walsh's direct examination. A long 
disensdon ersued. In the disonsaion Turner 
turned to the defense and asked why they did 
Dot put Rerdell on the stand to rebnt Mac 
Veagh’s testimony. McSweeney immediately 
sprang to his feet and eaid: “ We note an 
exception to the language of the Government 
counsel.” 
Merrick—Weil, note your exception ; but 
why do you not put Rerdell on the stand ? 
McSweeney—I nots another exception. 
The Court said he had not yet passed upon 
the firSt exception. Again, exception could 
only be asked to the ruling of the Court. 
The use of such language was wrong, how­ 
ever, for the law said no inference should 
be placed upon the absence of a defendant. 
An angry discussion followed between 
counsel, which was only brought to an end 
by tbs Court insisting upon the maintenance 
of order and directing counsel to drop the 
subject. 
Henry Lyman, Chief Clerk in the Contract 
Office of the Poste tfioe Department, testified 
that the private iffioial letter-books kept dur­ 
ing Brady’a administration disappeared after 
Brady's departure. 
Representative fage testified that he had 
asked increased trips on certain routes. He 
had never been over the routes, and his only 
knowledge of then was through his colleague. 
Berry, who requested him to secute au in­ 
crease. 
The argument then proceeded on the ad­ 
missibility < f McGrew’s testimony, and it 
was finally rejected.

Whatever the legal 
rights of the parties have, can be ascertained 
better after an Act than before, and none of 
them be lo3t.” The committee recommend 
the passage of the accompanying resolution :

tives, etc., as follows, That all lands granted to the 
Texaa Pacific Railroad Company, under the Aet of 
Congress, emitted “ Au Act to incorporate tho Texas 
Pacific Railroad Company, and to aid in the con­ 
struction of its road, and for other j^irposcs," ap­ 
proved 5! arch 3,1»71, and Acts ameudatory thereof, 
or 8upplcmcn:aj thereto, lie and they are hereby de­ 
clared forfeited, and that the whole of said lands be 
restored to the public domain and made th r subject 
of sale and statement, under the existing lass of 
the Uoited States. 
The report is signed by eight members of 
the committee.

entered the army, ar.d very soon after smelt 
powder ; for in 1852, as ecsiga, ha took part 
in the Burmese War, and led the storming 
party npon Myat-toon, when he was Bhot 
down by a ball, which tore away tha muscle 
snd fieah of the left thigh.

My tents were pitched «inoiig the olive 
trees on the batiks of the cast branch of the 
upper Jordan, only a few rods below the 
mighty springs at Bauirs, the ancient 
Casarca Poillippi, 
The Jordan rises fron» 
various great springs in the west aud roath- 
west aides of Mount Hennon. 
The *^eet- 
ern branch, which comes do*n tlie gorge 
between lierm on and the I^ebanon range, 
riow6 practically southward from its source 
till it comes out on the plaint Ahove the 
waters of Moroni. 
The Bxuias oiancb 
springs out of the rocky mountain side, 
at that village, descends the declivity in a 
torrent, receives the flow of the great 
spring of Dan ihrea cr f«.*ur n.iles below, 
then joins the west branch and the river 
purtuea its coatee, widening iato Mermen, 
and testing ag^iu iu the sea of (ialiletí. 
The buu \%as an hour above tlie western 
bills. 
So 1 took out a light rod and a book 
of flies and small spinners, and went up to 
the spring where the waters Wgan their 
course. 
W hat fish might be in the river 
and what flies to use I knew not. 
But it 
is very certain that if there be any game 
fish in any river or lake a judicious use cf 
flics or spinner will bring them to hand. 
The cavernous opening in the precipitous 
rock of the hill, oat of which the spring 
once flowed, has crumbled, and the clear 
water gushe9 and bubbles out iu countless 
littio springs among the debris. 
Remains 
of pagan worship are numerous, for the 
Romans, as well as the Greek and Phu)* 
uician predecessors in power, had cultiva­ 
ted here the reverence and worship of the 
gods of the water, the woods and the lower 
regions. 
Turning my back on the old myths, I be­ 
gan to whip the stream where the various 
ooziog8 of the fountains gathered in a some­ 
what smooth flow for a little. 
There were 
a host of email fish not three inches long, 
and at every cast I would take one or two. 
But these young descendants of the sacred 
fish of olden times were entitled to respect, 
and were carefully restored. 
I have al­ 
ways regretted _ th at I made no careful 
notes of the characteristics of the fish I 
took in the sea of Galilee and in various 
parts of the Jordan. 
I then supposed that 
they were known to the books and cata­ 
logued. 
I have since found that do one 
has described the various families, and it is 
a subject of manifest interest. 
I then only 
said to myself : 
“ These seem to be some 
of the small fry of the perch family,” and 
I began to follow down the stream seek­ 
ing larger fish. 
From the very start the 
river began a series of white plunges, 
winding on its course, lashing itself into 
millions of sparkling bubbles, too gay and 
evanescent to be called foam, pitching, 
tossing, furionr. 
There w’ere no places for 
use of spinners, fly or bait. 
Never was a 
more noble torrent. 
Crossing it was im­ 
possible. 
Down, down, down, I followed, 
and followed content, for the glory of such 
a cataract was worth enjoying. 
Still the 
sun wrent downward also over Lebanon, 
and the night was coming. 
Close by the 
bank of the stream I came on a group of 
Arabs, six men, surrounding a small fire of a 
few stalks of grass and weeds. 
They wel­ 
comed a stranger with frank cordiality, and 
pressed me to share their evening meal, 
which they were then and there about to 
eat. 
I t consisted of tough fiat cakes of 
bread, roasted snails and Jordan water. 
The snaib roasting in the ashes—big, fat 
fellows, tlie shell nearly two inches in 
diameter. 
Roast snails are not at all to be 
despised. 
I had eaten them before. I ate 
them w ith the Arabs now, aud somewhere 
I have two or three of these giant shells, 
kept as a memorial of the hospitality of 
Lebanon Arabs to a strolling angler. High 
overhead the snow-clad summit of the Sheik 
moan tain, Herman of old, was glowing in 
the light of the sun, which had gone down 
beyond Sidon on the waters of the great 
sea. 
A deep gloom seemed to be pouring 
into the southern view, where, away be­ 
tween the ranges of hills, the gorge deep­ 
ened downward beyond Capernaum and 
Chorazin and Bethsaida, toward the sea of 
death. 
A cold wind swept down, mak­ 
ing the Hcrmon dews seem ice-like in­ 
stead of soft. 
Slowly, rod in hand, w ith­ 
out lisli, I climbed the hill toward the 
tents among the olive trees at Binias. The 
red light faded on liermon. 
It was dark 
before I reached hom e; 
for tents are 
homes, and ell our homes are at best but 
camping places —[New York Journal of 
Commerce.

I’ci'h&ps the ideal arrangement would be 
an auditorium with brick walls, within 
which is a shell made up of thin wooden 
panels, aud placed at such a distance from 
the solid walls that the -passage-ways to 
the entrances on the floor and various gal­ 
leries may be placed between. 
In this 
connection it becomes necessary to discuss 
tiie proper shape to be given to an audito­ 
rium. 
A good way to arrive at this is to 
consider tirst an audience iu the open air 
on a calm day. 
The open air on a quiet 
day, when the atmosphere is not disturbed 
by eonveution-currents, is probably the 
best passible place for speaking to a large 
uumbcr of people. 
Wesley is said to have 
preached successfully to twenty thousand 
people gathered together in a natural am­ 
phitheater formed by the hills, aud on a 
day when the atmosphere was at rest. l.et 
us take a small platform arranged for an 
open-air speaker, and notice bow an audi- 
uce will form itself about it. 
If the audi- 
nee is largo and each- person anxious to 
car, wc shall find that the outline of the 
rowd will be th at of a section cut throngh 
n egg, with the speaker placed at the focus 
f the smaller end. 
As in an auditorium 
we trnst to the natural diffusion of sound 
absorb the stray rays, we should evi- 
ently adopt this same ovate section for 
he outline of the door. 
But, when we 
disc to consider further that it is desira­ 
ble to place eac'.i- -member of the audience 
so that he can seo the speaker, and so that 
the speaker's voice may come directly to 
him, we see that we conform still further 
to the egg-shape, for, in order that we may 
do this, the floor must curve upward as it 
recedes from the speaker, and the galleries 
f >rm only a continuation of this curve. A 
that wc may say that the proper shape of 
an auditorium is in general th at of an egg­ 
shell, the speaker being at the focus of the 
smaller end, aud the audience being seated 
over the lower haif, while the upper half 
forms the vaulted roof. 
Like an egg-shell, 
we have seen that the walls should be thin 
and capable of absorbing, as fully as possi­ 
ble, all the stray rsys of sound. 
While 
the egg-shape is the ideal, other considera­ 
tions frequently require considerable de­ 
partures, but it will generally be found 
that rooms conBtru&ted on this place, if the 
materials of the walls and the condition of 
the contained air be secured, are acoustic­ 
ally good.—[Popular Science Monthly for 
August.

• within one year from the time of entry—if 
remaining over one year 10 per cent, addi­ 
tional. 
Balfour, Guthrie «k Co. therefore 
saved the snug sum of $2,000 73 by paying 
the duties aud withdrawing their rice from 
the Government warehouse on Tuesday, 
the 1st day of August, instead of leaving it 
until yesterday.
